DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. In response to the Amendment received on January 30, 2008, the examiner has carefully 
considered the amendments. The claim rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 112, 2nd paragraph for claims 1-2, 
4-19, 22-25, 27-42, and 44-46 have been overcome by the amendment and has hereby been withdrawn 
for consideration. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-2, 4-19, 22-25, 27-42, and 44-46 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reason for 
allowance is the prior art, alone or in combination, fails to expressly teach and/or fairly suggest 
protonating a hydrolyzed styrene-maleic anhydride copolymer by interaction with a multivalent salt 
or organic acid, such as to transform said copolymer into a water-insoluble protonated form and 
adding such to an iiikjcl ink coiiifMjsition comprising the components as instantly claimed (claims 1 
and 24) to improve the black-to-color bleed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
